RUNNING RECORDS OF THE CANADIAN TURF 



Hail not Buck Thomas run half a mile 111 47 seconds in winning a raee at Minoru Park, Vancouver. 
11. C., August 20, the Canadian racing season of 1913 would have passed Into history without reducing in 
any respect the time records for the Dominion. For the Urst time iu many years the racing on the tracks 
of eastern Canada failed to result in any new Canadian records. Tills circumstance should not lead to the 
conclusion that Canadian racing of 1913 fell below the nigh standard of the immediately preceding years, 
for most of tlic lg-st horses in training on the North American continent participated in the sport in the 
Dominion to the north of us. Rather may the failure to reduce existing records be attributed to the state 
of tin- tracks over which the racing took place. Several of the fastest of the courses making up the 
Canadian Racing Associations circuit were much slower than normally, owing to the spreading of new top 
dressing and other causes. It may reasonably lie expected that another season will bring a renewal of 
i lie general lowering of Canadian time records. 

Existing records were equaled in three Instances during 1913. Custom House ran three and one-half 
furlongs in 42% at Minoru Park, Vancouver, August 1, 1913, which tied the Canadian mark lor the dist- 
ance, made by Platinum over the same course. July 15, 1912. 

At Hamilton, June 25. M. B. Grulier's sensational two-year -old. Little Nephew, by riiuniiig five-eighths 
iu 59% equaled tlie Canadian record, standing to the credit of Ragman, Geuesta and Florence Roberts. 
I nis record lias stood since 1908. 

At Windsor. August 19. Miss Gayle, also a two-year-old. equaled the record of 1:95% for five and one- 
half furlongs, held jointly by Sewell and Novelty. 

The Fort Erie and Hamilton tracks bold most of the records for the distances at which races are fre- 
quently run, with the former decisively in the lead. It is notable that the record for all distances of less 
than live furlongs stand to the credit of Minoru Park. This is partially due to the infrequency with which 
races at the shorter distances are run oil the tracks of easten Canada. Tlie complete list of Canadian rec- 
ords, revised to date, is as follows:

JUDICIAL VIEW OF PARI-MUTUELS. 

Judge Morgan decided at Toronto. Ont.. a day or 
two ago that there is nothing unlawful in the' use 
of the pari-mutuel betting machines on Canadian 
race tracks. In tin* course of ids remarks lie said: 

“There Is nothing to lie disimsed of here by lot- 
tery. There is nothing to be disposed of hy cliance. 
nor hy any process by which the winners of the fund 
created is' determined hy chance. The person using 
these machines sees tin- horse on which lie desires 
to register a bet. He has to form his own conclusion 
from his own sources of information, as to whether 
or not in his own judgment that hurse is going to 



win. He makes a bet on that horse and the machine 
takes the ts*t. A ticket is given to the man showing 
tlie bet made, the horse and the number of tin- horse. 
If that horse wins, the man gets lbs mutual pro] sir 
ti«n "f the lads made. If In- happens to be the onlv 
bettor, lie gets tlie whole pool, or pot.” 

John Scully, who initiated the action, explained 
to the Jury that after the running of the race "il 
was a question of long division, lint it never came 
out even, and the association kept the odd money.” 
Judge Morgan here interrupted to say that he did 
not care who got the odd money. 

Scully contended that tin- man betting with the 
“machine” never knew exactly what he was to get 
if Ids horse won. and therefore there was some 
“chance.” 

A. E. Dyment, director of tlie club, said that if 
a man was alert, he knew what he would get from 
tin- machines. He contended that the machines lmd 
uplifted the standard of the attendance at race 
tracks. 

NO INTERRUPTION AT VICTORIA. 



Victoria, B. C., Oetolier 9. — That the city’s 
efforts to prosecute the Victoria Country Club for 
tlie alleged illegal operation of gambling devices 
in connection with tin- race meeting at Tin- Willows 
will not materialize in an indictment being pre- 
sented to this Grand Jury at the present assize 
is evident from the announcement of Duputy 
Attorney-General McLeod that lie is tumble to get 
in touch with the Hon. W. J. Bowser, who is the 
mily person with the authority to direct such pro 
feedings. Mr. Bowser has gone shooting and lias 
left no means of communicating with hint, and lias 
failed to appoint an acting attorney-general In his 
absence. 

Consequently nothing can be done until his re 
turn, when the city’s request will immediately be 
brought to Ids attention. By this time, however, 
tlie chief aim of the city council will have been de- 
feated. namely, to limit the racing to seven days. 
Tin- meeting will have run through its nineteen days 
before Mr. Bowser’s vacation is at an end.

CALIFORNIA OWNER WINS HALF OF THE 
CHURCHILL DOWNS CARD. 

Scores a Triple with Swish, Wilhite and First Cherry 
— Favorites Divide Card with Othor Well- 
Backed Horses. 



Louisville, Ky., October 9. — W. G. Yanke’s racers 
were decidedly in tlie limelight this afternoon at 
Churchill Downs by accounting for half of tlie 
card of six races. His success began when Swish 
won tlie second raee. Then Wilhite beat a good 
hand of sprinters in tin- fourth ran- and First Cherry 
put tlie climax on a successful • day tor this astute 
Horsemen when she romped home an easy winner in 
tin- fifth. Owner Yanke is said to have wagered 
extensively on all three. 

Another big crowd was ou hand to witness the 
sport today. Speculation was brisk and of good vol- 
ume, the total exceeding that of the second day 
last fall. 

Favorites won three races and the other winners 
also had stout support. Hugh MeCarren’s recent pur- 
chase, Brig’s Brother, made good for li is new owner 
at the first asking when be heat Sosius and others 
in the opener, with Barbara Lane third. Swish 
suffered from interference iu the second, hut came 
away in tlie stretch to win handily over Effontli and 
Sir Catesby. Prince Hcrutis had to Ik* much the 
host to win the third, for lie was* caught iu a bad 
jam in going to the first turn and nearly thrown. 
Grosvenor gave him a stout argument for the purs,-. 

After Presumption and The Willow Moon had 
exhausted themselves in pacemaking for tin- first half 
of tin- fourth. Wilhite picked them up witli ease am! 
won conininiidiiigiy. Just Y., the favorite of tin* 
fifth, seemed the likely winner just In-fore rounding 
into the stretch, but weakened badly when chal- 
lenged by First Cherry and later was beaten by 
Trans Miller for second place. Bonne Chance had 
to he ridden out ill the closing dash to overhaul 
Coppertown. The latter might have won hut for try- 
ing to run out on the first two turns. 

The running of the Kentucky Endurance Slakes 
and its attending results was a favorite topic among 
the horsemen today. 'llie general consensus was 
that the fixture did not route up to expectat ions and 
that It will not until trainers come to a realization 
tiuit they must prepare their charges in more 
thorough fashion. Pandorimi seemed to bo tin* only 
one of the contestants thoroughly fitted to go four 
miles and her performance left nothirig to enthuse 
over. Flora Fina. which called for the sympathy 
of the big crowd, first by her gameness in strug- 
gling- on after seeming to be hopelessly beaten and 
later when she fell in a heap fifty yards after the 
finish as a result of her exhaustive effort, was re- 
ported in good shape today excepting for a filled 
ankle. Prince Eugene came out of the race in such 
bail shape that it will tie some time before he can 
completely recover. Beautiful’s racing career ter- 
minated in the raee. for she broke down hopelessly. 
Some owners and trainers favor a change in the 
distance of tin* raee to two and a quarter miles- — 
the generally accepted cup route. Tlie public, how- 
ever. indicate hy I heir generous patronage that they 
want to wilm-ss a race at four miles. 

Trainer Matt Feakes. who prepared Pandorina and 
Sotemia for their Endurance Stakes victories, left 
today for Washington.
